THEY WANT TO BE YANKEES. 


Canadians Anxious for Annexation to the 
United States. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 17.—Premier Abbott 
is said to be greatly concerned over the un- 
mistakable sentiment rapidly developing in 
every quarter of the dominion in favor of 
political union with the United States. Some 
of the most ardent supporters of the late 
Sir John MacDonald have become the fore- 
most promoters of the movement. 

A leader inthe Tory ranks said to a ro- 
porter to-night that, as much as he disliked 
to make the admission, there was no dis- 
puting the fact that the only recourse to save 
Canada from bankruptcy and ruin appeared 
to be political union with the republic to the 
South. He pointed out the failure of the 
Dominion Government to negotiate trade 
relations with foreign countries, their mi- 
sions to South America, Spain, Australia and 
the West Indies having proved signal 
failures, while the restrictions imposed by 
the United States upon Canadian exports 
promise soon to exclude Canada from those 
markets in which up to now @ per cent of all 
the Dominion had to sell had been disposed 
of. 

Organizations in every section of the coun- 
try are being completed to lay the case of 
bankruptcy or annexation squarely before 
the people and with what success has been 
shown by the reception the movement has 
met with at Windsor, Belle River and other 
points in Western Ontario. Dr. Brien, one 
of the leaders in favor of political union, 
said, when a member of the Dominion Par- 
liament, Just before the last election, that he 
was an out and out annexationist and would 
leave Parliament to announce his platform. 
As A Liberal he did not desire to take the 
initiative step until he was free from his 
party and out of Parliament, so that his 
action could not be attached to them. 

There are more than 100 seats in Partia- 
ment protested, and within six months there 
will be from fifty to seventy-five elections, in 
which the question of political union with 
the United States will be an important issue. 


It was reported last night that J. J. Curran 
M. P., is to enter Premier Abbott’s Cabinet 
without a portfolio. Curran is a leading 
Catholic and his admission to the Council 
Board will add great strength to the re 
sentation of that element of the pulation 
in the Oabinet.

DIPPED HEAD DOWNWARD IN THE 
SEETHING LIQUID. 


Both Hyes Burned Out and Recovery Im- 
possible—The Brute Who Committed 
the Deed Escapes—Stage Robbers Ar- 
rested—Bhot by a Bar-Keeper—Female 
Horse-Thief—Other Orimes. 


TERRYVILLE, Conn., Oct. 17.—A brutal 
crime was perpetrated by Engineer James A. 
Bradshaw of the Eagie Lock Co. late Thurs- 
day afternoon.

His hair was 
all burned off, his scalp was raw, his face 
and neck were horribly burned and both 
eyes were burned out. His recovery is 
doubtful. 

Bradshaw returned to the engine-room and 
was at once discharged. He walked out of 
the shop unmolested and disappeared. He 
has not yet been arrested. The employes of 
the shop, among whom Hough was a gen- 
eral favorite, threaten tolynch the brute if 
they find him. Bradshaw is married and is 
85 years old.

IRELAND'S FUTURE. 


Serious Obstacles in the Road to Local 
Government. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 17.—James Kille- 
lea, President of the Nashville Branch of the 
Irish National League of America, has re- 
ceived a letter from O’Brien J. Atkinson of 
Port Huron, Mich., a well-known Irish Na- 
tionalist, regarding the future of Ireland. 
Mr. Atkinson says’ ‘‘I do not doubt that 
under the leadership of the Bishops the 
Irish people were prepared to reject 
Mr. Parnell and also to reject 
what is known as Parneilism in politics; 
death has removed the leader, but there is 
no power to remove the principle upon which 
he acted, and that principle, in my humble 
judgment, willlive and increase no matter 
who opposesit. 80 far as I know Irish his- 
tory, Mr. Parnell must have credit for creat- 
ing a party whose central idea was inde- 
pendence of all English proclamation of non- 
alliance with English parties, and yet a con- 
stant invitation to co-operation upon affairs 
that concerned Ireland.

SECRETS DISCLOSED BY AGENT RIGNEY 
OF PHILADELPHIA, 


The Discharge of Old Employes Started 

e the Tongue of a Man Who Knew of

New Yorx, Oct. 17.—It is a remarkable fact 
that the arbitrary discharge of halfa dozen

He has been intimately associ- 
ated withthe growth and development of 
the business; During the war Mr, 
Rigney was in charge of the 
express company’s deliveries onthe battle- 
fields and represented the company with 
great skill as carrier and transport agent for 
the Union army. He has been a life-long 
friend of the present President, Mr. Sanford, 
and was associated in intimate business re- 
lations withthe late President, Wm. Dins- 
more, Mr. Lovejoy and Mr. Waldo Adams. 
For some years past John Hoey has been 
aware that Mr. Rigney andthe Philadelphia 
branch were not in accord with his schemes, 
Hoey was determined to strike a deadly blow

On Mr. Rigney’s return, on Oct. 8, he 
found his force at sixes and sevens, the work 
hampered, errors of dally occurrence, and 
all because Mr. Hoey had removed his best 
men and put in their places men ignorant of 
the business. Mr. Rigney expostulated and 
pointed out the danger of their common in- 
terests, and especially since powerful rival 
concerns were in the market for a share of 
the patronage. 

Mr. Hoey ridiculed and delittled Rigney’s 
warnings and took every opportunity to 
snub him. Mr. Rigney determined to fight 
and vindicate his position, although, he 
said, he knew he would be defeated. His 
complaints to the directors met with no 
recognition. They refused to interfere, of 
course,and the unequal fight ended in the 
resignation of Mr. Rigney in January of this 
year.

THE SIOUX WAR. 


Gen. Miles’ Official Report on Its Causes 
and Incidents. 


WaASHINTON, D. C., Oct. 17.—The annual re- 
port of Maj.-Gen. Nelson A. Miles, com- 
manding the Department of the Missouri, is 
mainly an historical review of the Sioux war 
of last winter, its causes, episodes, and its 
results viewed from this distance of time. 
The General finds a good deal to say in a gen- 
eral way and his report is an interesting 
record of events. Among the causes that 


resulted in the Sioux outbreak he mentions 
the gradually increasing poverty of the Chey- 
ennes and the Sioux, the insufficiency of the 
rations issued by the Government, the fall- 
ure of the crops in 1889 and in 1890 and the in- 
ability of the Indians to immigrate to other 
artsof the country. He quotes at some 
ength from reports made by Gen. Ruger, 
then commanding the department of Dakota, 
to show that the disaffection of the Indians 
at Standing Rock was to be attributed to the 
following failures of the government: 

First—To establish an equitable southera boundarv 
for the reservation. 

Second—To expend a just proportion of the money 
received from the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad Co. for right of way privileges for the bene- 
fit of the Indians of that agency. 

Third—To issue certificates of title to allotment, as 
required by the treaty of 1868. 

Fourth—To provide the full allowance of seeds and 
agricultural implements to Indians engaged In farm- 
ing as required by the same treaty. 

ifth—To issue the full number of cows and oxen, 
under the same treaty. 

Sixth—To provide comfortable dwellings for the 
Indians, treaty of 1874. 

Seventh—To issue the full rations stipulated in 
treaty of 1876-5; to issue the full amount of annuity 
supplies, treaty of 1868. 

Ninth—To have the clothing and other annuity 
supplics ready for issue Aug. 1 of each year, same 

reaty. 

Tenth—To appropriate money forthe payment of 

onies taken from the Indians by authority of the 

rovernment in 1876.

New Tonk, Oct. 17.—There is some agita- 
tion in store for President Patton of Prince- 
ton University, growing out of a speech he 
delivered to the Philadelphia Society of 
Princeton College on March 81, 1887. During 
that year the controversy at Andover on the 
question of fature probation was agitating 
the whole religious world. Dr. Patton, then 
Professor of Ethics in the college as well as 
the seminary, was invited by the students of 
the former institution to give an address 
upon the subject in Murray Hall, Philadel- 
phia. 

A large and attentive audience listened to 
him with the deepest interest, his views 
being supposed to be safe and final. Two 
members of the staff of a Philadelphia pub- 
lication, one of them a stenographer, re- 
ported the speech with the greatest care. 

At the request of a member ofthe faculty, 
the venerable Dr. Duffield, who deemed the 
address ‘‘very broad,’’ one of these students 
waited upon Dr. Patton the following morn- 
ing, gave him the proof his address and re- 
quested his permission to insert it inthe pe- 
riodical. To his surprise the professor em- 
phatically forbade using it, saying that ‘‘he 
had spoken as Dr. Patton and not for the 
the seminary,’’ and that ‘‘to publish his re- 
marks would injure the seminary,’’ and 
closed the interview with the information 
that he was soon to write upon the same 
theme forthe Forum and did not desire to 
anticipate that article. 

These gentlemen have retained their proof 
and now come forward and are willing to 
swear that they made a correct report. 

Not long after the address had been deliv- 
ered the Forum article appeared, entitled, 
„„Is Andover Romanizing?’’ 

A comparison of that article with the Phila- 
delphia address is said to be startling as to 
the disclosures. Here is an extract from the 
Philadelphia address: We continually see 
men going into the other world imperfect.

Efforts to Compose the Fifer-Tanner 


Difficulties. 


SENATOR CULLOM CALLED UPON TO IN- 


TERFERE. 


Threatening Aspect of Affairs in Southern 
Illincis—A Representative Delegation 
Visits Washington to Confer With Oal- 


lom—Wholesale Removals of Tanner’s 
Friends Feared. 


The Republicans of Southern Illinois have 
taken the Fifer-Tarner matter up, and are 


endeavoring to close the breach that threat- 


ens disaster, if not destruction, to the party 
in the coming election. Both Tanner and 


Fifer have many warm friends in Southern 
Iilinois, and the hostility of the leaders at 
first led to ill-feeling between the followers. 
So serious, however, has the situation be- 
come, and so Gangerous to the welfare of the 
party, that both sides have joined hands in 
an endeavor to accommodate the contro- 
versy, and arrive at some fair basis of com · 


promise. 
EFFORTS AT COMPROMISE. 


The first step was taken three days ago, 
when Mr. Murphy of the Chester Penitentiary 
went to Washington, accompanied by repre- 
sentatives of both factions, for the purpose 
of holding a conference with Senator Cullom 


and persuading him to pour oll on the trou- 


bled waters. The delegation consists of as 
impartial men as can be found, some of them

Moreover, we can assure all con- 
cerned that before election day the whole 
city will be so aroused that the balloting, 
the returning and the counting of the 
votes will be watched and guarded as they 
never were before in a school election. 

The voters of the Ninth School District 
will be in a still more humiliating position 
if, after they have given CUDMORE a 
walkover, they seea board elected with 
nerve and fidelity enough to expel him 
and all other legally disqualified persons.

fairs. 


HOW OUR SCHOOL MONEY GOES. 

At the close of the scholastic year ending 
June 30, 1889, there was a surplus of 957, - 
767 in our city school treasury, and the 
estimated receipts and expenditures for 
the year ending June 80, 1800, left an un- 
appropriated balance of $63,156 from the 
revenues of the year after setting apart 
$100,000 for building purposes. The un- 
expended balance actually on hand at the 
end of that year, as we find from President 
MILLER’s report, was $115,358, after the 
board had appropriated $200,000 for ad- 
ditional school accommodations. 

The School Board is now asking the peo- 
ple to vote an additional tax of 1 mill for 
school purposes, because of an impending 
deficit in the treasury. Everybody knows 
that there has been no shrinkage in re- 
ceipte from the taxes that yielded a sur- 
plus of $115,358 in the year ending June 30, 
1890. What has wiped out the surplus and 
made an additional tax necessary? 

The Post-DisPATCH has shown up the 
Cudmore contracts as a sample of the 
work of the contractors’ ring that has 
been running the board. In his report for 
the year ending June 30, 1889, President 
JUDSON showed how the expenditures for 
repairs had been cut down to $26,246 from 
$71,267 in the preceding year by the simple 
prucess of letting the work to the lowest 
bidder, upon carefully drawn speocifica- 
tions, and by thorough supervision 
to protect the board from fraudulent 
underbidding and bad work. But we have 
seen how that method has since been 
abandoned, the rules of the board ignored, 
and $37,000 paid to School Director Cup- 
MORE’S brother for alleged repair work 
awarded to him without inviting bids as 
the rules and common honesty require. 
We have seen also that at least $18,000 of 
this money represented, according to the 
Superintendent’s estimates, over-charges. 

Now it takes eleven votes to carry such 
jobbery as this through the board and no 
one member of a contractors’ ring engaged 
in robbing a school fund or public treas- 
ury ever gets more than a fair pro-rata of 
the ‘*swag.’’ If CuDMORRE’s share of the 
plunder was 518, 000 net, there were prob- 
ably ten other shares as large voted in 
other contracts not more meritorious than 
his, and the members of the combine, sur- 
prised at their own moderation, are now 
asking for re-election and a higher tax 
rate to increase their opportunities.

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HOW IT IS DONE. 


A School Janitor Explains How Carpen- 
ters’ Time Is Kept. 


ALLOWED FOR A DAY WHEN THEY HAVE 
ONLY WORKED AN HOUR. 


Information Which Explains How Certain 
Firms Can Afford to Outbid Others on 
School Work—Janitors’ Positions Said 
to Depend on Their Willingness to 
Make Fraudulent Returns. 


The School Board revelations that have 
thus far been made in the Post-DisPaTcH 
have dealt principally with the peculiar 
School Board operations of the Cudmores and 
the Bosleys, and only incidentally refered to 
the reckless behavior of the members of the 
Building Committee. Startling as were these 
facts, learned from the records and wit- 
nesses, they gave evidence only of vulgar 
greed and brazen effrontery. The School 
Board situation is not fully covered Dy the 
facts so far published. They form a sort of 
preamble or overture to the real scandal of 
wholesale jobbery in the board, and they will 
be followed fram now on with exposures 
showing the extent to which a significant 
system of co-operation inside the School 
Board exists, apparently making the position 


of School Director decidedly profitable at the- 


expense of the people. 
POSSIBLE OXLY BY CONNIVANGE. 

The system is one that would not be pos- 
sible otherwise than by the willingness of 
practically the entire board to allow its ex- 
istence. It is a system which means the or- 
ganisation of rings within rings, of groups 
and cliques of mutually interested school 
Girectors, who see a way of sharing in the 
profits of a ‘‘co-operative school board’’ 
such as is indicated by the developments that 
have rewarded the Post-Disratcna investiga- 
tion of the present board. It is a system 
which at any time could be broken up by 


fearless opposition and indignant exposure 
from even one member of the board. This 
opposition and thisexposure have never been 
threatened, however, by any official within 
the sacred circle. 

Developments in the School Board investi- 
gation have not been lacking in significance 
strong enough to definitely indicate the ex- 
istence of these rings or cliques. There are 
facts now apparent whose only logical fol- 
lowing out leads to a beliefin the existence 
of a carpenters’ ring, a steamftters’ 
ring, a Fuller 4 Warren-O' Connor 
ring, a painters’ ring, an architects’ ring, 
a realestate ring, a school furniture ring, 
and an insurance ring. It is among this maze 
and labyrinth of strange co-operation and 
secret understanding that the School Board 
finances seem to have become entangied. 
It is among its devious 21 apparent 
ly, that a Treasury surplus has become a def 
cit, that several fat funds have been ex- 
hausted and then replenished from other 
tunds, and thatthe necessity for an increase 
inthe school tax levied on the public has 
arisen. Among the rich material possible to 
the determined investigator in this field the 
Cudmore and Bosley episodes appear to be 
merely incidentalaffairs. The 
considered as the chief scan 
tion by any means. 

The Cudmores exercised no ingenuity in 
securing their contracts. They got them by 
favor of their associates. Itis certain that, 
not only were these contracts aggregating 

,000 for carpentry repairs, given 
illegally, but it charged that 
in few instances were the bilis just or 
the specifications carried out. In fact there 
were no specifications. Cudmore Bros. 
were apparently allowed to tear down 
and make over at their own 
sweet will. In this way could they have 
gotten away with $32,778.78 during the ten 
months Alexander Oudmore has been a mem- 
ber of the Bullding Committee. 

It is hard to understand how some of the 
work that the Cudmores did got through 
without connivance on the part of persons 
whose duty it was to inspect such work. It 
Das already been shown that the Cudmore 
Bros. ‘‘racket’’ was in the repairs line. 
Never, under any consideration whatever, 
have they bid for the construction of new 
bulldings. Although the profits are large, in 
this work, under the system of extra allow 
ances in vogue, the successful bidders 
are required to O0 a K part 
ofthe work contracted for. And from the 
Cudmore standpoint, charging $1,189.25 for 
repairs on the Clinton Branch School, which 
the Superintendent had estimated would cost 
$35, and $1,721.68 for repairs on the Elleards- 
ville School, when the estimate was $60, ap- 
parently pays better than work on new 


ulldings. 

DOCTORED RETURNS. 

Public school janitorsare the timekeepers 
for the repair work done on their school 
buildings. The contractor’s bill to the School 
Board for such work must check with the 
anitor’s report of the time spenton the job 

y the contractor’s men. The janitors, under 
the present School Board system, are the 
creatures of the Building Committee. The 
committee appoints, transfers, removes and 
fixes the salaries of all the janitors, and the

system the janitors are absolute! 
dependent upon the good will 
of the members of the Building Committee. 
Each member of that committee is autocrat 
over the janitors of the schools in his dis- 
trict. Suppose, under this system, the con- 
tractor for repair work on a school happens 
to be also a member of the Building Com- 
mittee. He says to the helpless janitor: 

Fill out this blank, certifying that my 
carpenters or other mechanics have spent 
such a number of hours at work on your 
school-building.’’ 

What ts the janitor to do? His position de- 
pends upon the good will ot the director- 
contractor, whoorders him to make a false 
report. It used to be that the Superintend- 
ent's assistants were required to keep the 
time of comtractor’s workmen on repair 
work, Dut that time is past. It now fails 
upon the janitor to do so, and above the jan- 
itor stands the director-contractor with the 
whip of board influence threateningly raised. 

Here is a letter from a janitor which speaks 
foritself.

FEARED INSANITY. 


Miss Schaberg Driven to Suicide by an 
Hallucination. 


INQUEST HELD ON THE UNFORTUNATE 
TEACHER TO-DAY. 


A Couple of Women Arraigned in the Po- 
lice Court on a Charge of Hair-Pulling 
—Three Burglars Sentenced to the Pen- 
itentiary—Attempted Suicide of Wm. 
Schweigert—Local Police News. 


Deputy Coroner Meade held an inauest this 
morning on the death of Miss Emma M. 
Schaberg, who took her life Thursday even- 
ing at her home, 2701 Washington avenue, 
with a dose of Paris green. Edwin 
B. Schaberg, a brother of the deceased, 
said that his sister was % years old at the 
time of her death, had lived all her life in St. 
Louls and was a teacher by occupation. 
About 8 o’clock yesterday morning a younger 
sister was awakened by the fall of a dody in 
the bath room and rushed in to find 
her sister lying on the floor. 
Miss Schaberg had fallen in fainting spelis 
several times during the past week, and It 
was thought she had fallen in another faint. 
When taken to her bed she told the family 
she had taken poison and wanted 
to die. Dr. Hall was sent for and 
when he arrived he said he could 
be of no assistance, as the poison had taken 
effect. She died at 5:30 o’clock that morning. 
Mr. Schaberg said he could only assign one 
reason why she should commit suicide and 
that was because ofa hallucination whichjhad 
takenafirm hold on ber mind. About one 
month ago she read in a daily paper 


this frequently and told every one she be- 
lieved her frequent headaches were due to a 
blood clot on the brain and that she would 
become insane. It wasthe dread of losing 
her mind that drove her to suicide, be 
thought. 

Miss Schaberg had taught in the public 
schools for four years and was very popular 
with both her pupils and her a late 
teachers. She madean enviable reputation 
by her work and the news that she had taken 
her own lite was a great surprise and shock 
to all who knew her. 


Burke May Go Free. 


Jack Burke, alias Web Burke, the desper- 
ate thief who tried to shoot Detective Ga- 
ney on Tuesday morning of Fair week, may 


yet escape the clutches of the law and be 
iven hours to leave town. Burke was taken 
rom the City Hospital yesterday and appears 
to be in the best of health although a bullet 
tore through his head, entering atthe right 
side below the eye and near the ear and 
emerging at the edge of the Jaw bone on the 
left side. The second bullet from 
Gaffney’s revolver did not enter the head as 
reported the day after the shooting. The 
missile entered below the right ear and 
traveled under the scalp to the top of his 
head and then through his hat. Burke, it will 
be remembered, was in the company of a 
well-known thief when Gaffney arrested him. 
He walked peacefully along fora block until 
his companion tried to make his escape from 
Detective Denny Maguire. Burke took ad- 
of the momentary excite- 
drawing a revolver and 
inting it in Gaffney ’s face.

NOONAN’S ACTION. 


Chief Lindsay Discusses the Situation— 
Capt. McOulloch Places His Railway 
Bill in the Hands of the People Who 
Want Fast Oars-—The Bellefontaine 
Road Putting on an Electric Equip- 
ment.

Mayor Noonan’s veto of the dills for the 
new houses was a surprise to everybody ex- 
cept the councilmen in his confidence. He 
gave as the reason for the veto the method 
by which the council sed the bills. Writ- 
ing with the City Counsellor at his 
elbow, Mayor Noonan says that the 
Council violated the law in taking the bills 
from the Committee on Fire Department, 
to which they had been referred, and pass- 
ing them in spite of the committe’s protest. 
For that reason, he said, he felt it to be his 
duty to veto the bills, although he did not 
want to be considered as antagonistic to the 
Fire Department. 
This message went to the House of Dele- 
gates, where the bill had originated, but in- 
stead of acting on it at once, the House re- 
ferred it to the Fire Department Committee, 
which was instructed to investigate the pas- 
sage of the bills in the Council and report. 

The law to which — fd Noonan refers pro- 
vides that all bills shall be considered by a 
committee. President Walbridge had this 
in mind when he got the Council, the night 
the bills were ssed, to resolve itself into 
a committee of the whole and consider the 
bills before they were passed. Lawyers out- 
side the City Hall regard the legal point 
as entirely without strength. One of 
them said to-day: ‘‘If the und were 
welltaken any legislative body could have 
its business tied up by the majority of a com- 
mittee, a situation whic is plainly 
absurd.“ President Walbridge says simply 
that the action was perfectly legal. ret 
there is no possibility of the Dills being 
passed over the veto. The message must be 
voted on by both Houses, and the veto will be 
sustained in both. The Mayor's 
is largely in the majority in 
House of Delegates. In the 
Council there are not enough votes to carry 
the bills over the veto, New bills for the 
engine-houses can’t be introduced at this 
session, and the $48,000 already appropriated 
for them will stay in the hands of Comptrol- 
ler Stevenson for yd eyes 

Fire Chief Jonn Lindsay takes the veto very 
hilosophically. ‘‘If the bilis had been passed 
mn August we might have got the houses un- 
der roof before the winter set in, but having 
been delayed as they were we could not have 
got them into commission before the spring. 
Then we would have had to wait for appro- 
——— for apparatus before they could 
lave been put into service. 

It was said in the Council Chamber last 
night that the chief reason why Mayor 
Noonan had vetoed the bills was that he was 
unwilling to let Chief Lindsay have the ap- 
pointment of the forty or fifty new firemen 
who would be needed to man the houses. 
thought. said one of those who heard 
the remark, ‘‘that the Mayor had to confirm 
all of the Fire Chief’s appointments.’’ 

All the new men only,’’ said the Counclil- 
man who had made the first statement, but 
Lindsay since this trouble has commenced 
has been putting back inthe department old 
firemen who have been dropped for political 
reasons in the past. He needs no approval 
from the Mayor to reinstate a fireman. And 
possibly the Mayor may have thought be was 
cong to get all his new men this way.

Still Hope for Rapid Transit. 

All the people living in the northwestern 
part of the city, which is traversed by the 
Cass avenue, the Northern Central and the 
Union lines, are wondering to-day what 
Capt. Robert McCulloch intends to do with 
the roads, now that the Council has tabled 
the bill giving him the right to change the 
motive power of the lines to electricity. 

Capt. McOulloch last night sent a message 
to the Council saying that the roads would not 
accept the bill as it had besn awarded. 
There were a good many amendments walt 
ing for it as soon as it should come up, but at 
the time the message was read, the only 
change that had been made in the bill had 
been approved by the manager before hand. 
His friends explained that some of the stock- 
holders in the roads objected to 
the transfer system the bill contained 
and threatened injunction proceedings if the 
lines attempted tocarry out its provisions. 
The Council did not consider this sufficient 
excuse for the action of Capt. McCulloch, and 
laid the bill on the table incontinentiy. 
To-day it transpires that Capt. McCulloch 
intends to let the le Who are now using 
the horse cars of the three lines and grumb- 
ling bitterly do the rest of his fighting for 
him.

War service. In his speech at Takoma Park, 
near Washington City, on the 4th of last July 
he said that honor and not compensation was 
the true reward for the soldier. 
Because a man rushes to the rescue of his 
family and property when his house is on fire 
and incidentally saves the lives and property 
of. others, shall he claim a reward, and in- 
sist that he is entitled to all those others can 
give him? He had to save that house, or to 
see his own R and lose his own 
roperty. It he d felt no solicitude for 
em and his own interests would the sight 
of the fames have moved him to hazardous 
action? Those who claim that the loyal vol- 
unteers saved the nation for others disinherit 
them. They went tothe rescue oftheir own 
country and saved4t for themselves. For so 
doing, honor, not compensation, is their true 
reward. 


The pension laws should be revised, he 
claims, on the basis of payment for impair- 
ment of earning capacity and no one em- 
ployed in the Government service or holding 
any public office or receiving an income from 
any source sufficient to keep him should be 
allowed to draw a pension. Old soldiers 
should, however, be given the preference in 
the filling of vernment sitions, Mr. 
Foote thinks, but this is not laid down in the 
platform of the society. 

The membership is to consist of six classes. 
First, volunteers in the Union Army ; second, 
wives and widows of the volunteers; third, 
the fathers, brothers and sons of the volun- 
teers; fourth, the mothers, sisters and 
daughter of the volunteers; fifth, men and 
women in the Government civil service dur- 
ing the war, and sixth, other citizens of good 
character who are in sympathy with the ob- 
jects ofthe society. The affairs of the so- 
clety are to be managed, however, exclusive- 
ly by the members of the first class. 

Whether the proposed changes in the 
pension laws would de Hable to 
Increase or decrease the enormous amount 
now expended by the National Government 
in pensions is not stated iu the society's con- 
stitution or the prospectus adopted and is 
sued with it, nor did Mr. Foote refer to the 
matter in his Fourth of July oration, except 
to say that the Government should take his 
pension from him and give it to some other 
pensioner. The intention, it seems, then, is 
not to encourage retrenchment, but to keep 
upthe pension appropriations called for by 
present existing laws, the only aim of the 
society being to secure a redivision of the 
money.
